Tue statements made last night in both houses of 
Parliament relative to our foreign relations, are far 
from reassuring. Lord Palmerston, indeed, said that 
the statement of the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
“ was,on the whole, calculated to support the hope 
that the peace of Europe would not be disturbed ;” 
but our readers will search in vain in our telegraphic 
report of Mr. Disraeli’s words for any ground for the 
hope thus expressed. The right hon. gentleman 
stated that, about the end of February, Lord 
Cowley was despatched to Vienna on a mission 
of mediation between France and Austria, and 
that this mission was perfectly successful. In 
what the success consisted we are not informed, but 
it seems to have been of a rather subtle and impalp- 
able nature, inasmuch as it was dissipated and lost 
at the mere proposal of a Congress by Russia. This 
proposal was made by the Russian minister in Paris 
before the return of Lord Cowley to that capital ; 
and having received the assent of the French Em- 
peror, was communicated to the Earl of Malmes- 
bury, and by him accepted, notwithstanding the very 
promising state of the “ mission of mediation” in 
Vienna. Seeing the great difficulties that must 


consist, the conditions on which it should as- 
semble, and the limits within which its discussions

armies, the French Emperor's acceptance of the pro- 
posal savours but little of good faith. Mr. Disraeli 
augurs the best consequences from the arrival of the 
Chevalier d'Azeglio in London; but the Chevalier 
can only speak the intentions of the Court of 
Turin; while our anxiety is excited by the oracle 
of the Tuileries. As for the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer’sencouraging periods, that “ no power at pre- 
sent would rush wantonly into war, as the empire of 
opinion was stronger than that of the sword,” we 
think we have heard all this before, at Mechanics’ 
Institutes and elsewhere. But opinion has not pre- 
vented French coups d'état, nor mitigated Austrian 
oppression, nor interposed between the tyrant of Na- 
ples and his victims: and on the whole our faith in 
the power of the sword, in its power to do a vast deal 
of mischief notwitstanding the best and wisest opinion 
to the contrary, remains much livelier than we 
could wish. There is, however, something in Mr. 
Disraeli’s concluding observation relative to Trieste 
This port will be, necessarily, the basis of the Austrian 
operations, and its blockade would be an important, 
though not exactly an essential preliminary to the 
expulsion of the Austrians from Italy. But Trieste 
is covered by the shield of the Germanic Confede- 
ration, to which body it belongs; and an attack 
on it would bring all Germany into the field against 
France. 

But whatever few crumbs of comfort one may 
pick from Mr. Disraeli’s statement in the Commons, 
they are all swept away from us by the observations 
of Lord Derby in the Upper House. “ Matters have 
now come nearly to that point,” said the Premier, 
“that England would declare she had exhausted all 
means of reconciliation, and that she would withdraw 
from all further interference, leaving to the other 
Powers the responsibility of violating peace and de- 
luging Europe with blood. England would in that 
case studiously withdraw from the contest, preserv- 
ing the position of an armed neutrality.” Matters 
must be desperate indeed when a statesman in Lord 
Derby's position can describe: the situation in these 
terms. 

Now that the Ministerial statements are made, the 
question arises—Why have they been so long de- 
ferred? We presume it was on account of the ne- 
gotiations , ending with the Chevalier d’Azeglio, 
as to the disarmament of Sardinia. But these nego- 
tiations are pending still, and it would be diffi- 
cult to say in what respect they have been embar- 
rassed by the discussion of last night. It is the com- 
mon mistake of diplomatists to overrate the import- 
ance of secrecy and underrate that of courage and can- 
dour. The unanimity of these opinions expressed 
last night on the Italian question in both houses will 
avail more, if anything can now avail, to preserve 
the peace of Europe than all the experience, and 
tact, and reticence that diplomatists are mas- 
ters of. This unanimity ought to be confirmed 
presently by frank and decisive declarations 
from our representatives at the hustings. The 
Governments of France and Austria will not be inat- 
tentive to the course and the results of the approach- 
ing elections. The people of this country, Lord John 
Russell truly observed, are now called in council by 
the ministers of the Queen; and their voice raised in 
favour of peace and national independence, and the 
good government of the Italian States, will echo 
through Europe, and will have weight on the settle- 
ment of these grave affairs. On the other 
hand, to wait upon events, to allow each party 
to flatter itself that England will ultimately fight 
on its side, to let the Sardinians reckon on our 
love of liberty, the Austrians on our regard for 
treaties, the French on our alliance, and all on our 
fears, would be not merely unworthy of our rank as 
a European power, but destructive to every interest 
that we desire to maintain. Lord Derby has done 
well in announcing that England's policy in the im- 
pending war will be an armed neutrality. But the 
announcement lacks completeness. The armed neu- 
trality must soon or late be armed intervention. 
For what purposes England will intervene, what 
interests she will maintain, what institutions 
she will favour,—all these things should 
he distinctly proclaimed to the world. France might 
cease to dream of Italian conquests if she were 
informed that after she had exhausted her strength 
in acquiring them England would interpose to restore 
them. Austria might cease to misgovern Lombardy 
and to prop up misgovernment elsewhere, if she fore- 
saw that after she had ruined her finances and 
shattered her splendid army, not a foot of land 
should be left her in Italy. Had England adopted 
this course in 1854, she would not have drifted into 
the Russian war.

Lord John 
Russell was only the representative of the feeling 
that the Government Bill did not deal either largely 
or fairly with the great question on which the nation was 
engaged. He may have wanted to return to office ; he 
may have shown his desire somewhat too plainly of 
late ; but now that his resolution has been carried, and 
the Government have not ventured to allude to their 
late Bill in any election manifesto, no one has a right to 
say that his course was in any way blameable. As a 
man who is still called to play a great part in the his- 
tory of the country, Lord John Russell has a right to 
the tavourable consideration of the electors, and we hope 
that the good sense of Lord Stanley and Mr. T. Baring 
will prevent them from becoming the instruments of a 
small minority of the electors in an attempt to disturb 
the representation of the city of London.

Paris, April 17. 
When the war cry was first raised upon the Italian 
question it was decidedly unpopular in France, but now 
public opinion appears to have undergone a modifica- 
tion, and were it not for the immense sacrifice of private 
interests I much doubt if there are many persons now 
who would be sorry to learn that the tricolour was wav- 
ing among the olive groves beyond the Alps. This 
change of feeling may be easily accounted for: at first 


| people were frightened at the thought of another Euro- 


pean war so soon after the Crimean campaign, and the 
wrongs of Italy little understood were but lightly thought 
of, all that was generally known was that Austria was a 
hard mistress and ruled in Lombardy and Venice with 
thousands of soldiers at her skirt. Now people are ac- 
customed to the idea, and view much more calmly the 
struggle which seems impending. Then again anything 
would be better than the uncertainty at present existing 
which is more damaging to trade than even actual war- 
fare, for the chances of war or peace being so evenly 
balanced prevent everything like honest enterprise. 

The explanations in the House of Commons were 
looked forward to here with the greatest interest, and 
much disappointment will be felt when the café poli- 
ticians read in this morning’s journals that, the state- 
ment on Italian affairs is put off until Monday.

The article goes on to say that the Parliamentary régime 
has been the grandfather of all the revolutions upon the 
Continent, and that one day it will overturn England herself, 
where there are so much misery and such enormous abuses. It 
adds that, the bill presented by Lord Derby would have been 
all very well twenty years ago, but it does not grant sufficient 
now to satisfy the demands of public opinion, “such is the 
invariable march of revolutions.” 

I do not know how a French writer can call the Par- 
liamentary system the grandfather of revolution, unless 
the writer’s meaning is this, that in France the assembly 
of Parliaments has genérally been resorted to as a last 
appeal, made by the people against the tyranny of their 
sovereigns, and without being the actual means of revo- 
lution they have generally preceded them.

In consequence of the heavy outstanding orders for’the sup- 
ply of laboratory stores required for early despatch to the 
home and foreign stations where battery and siege guns have 
been distributed i in large numbers, the laboratory department 
at Woolwich have considerably augmented their establish. 
ment, the number of hands at present employed amounting to 
about 3,000 men and boys in that department. 

The Under-Secretary fr War, Sir Benjamin Hawes, 
K.C.B., has issued the annexed circular respecting remittan- 
ces from India on account of invalids, addressed to paymasters 
of her Majesty's regiments and corps and officers commanding 
troops and companies of Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers 
in India :-—"* With a view to establish a uniform system of re- 
mitting balances, &c., due to invalids and others returning to 
this country, all such sums, instead of being reported, as at 
present, in the Quarterly Remittance Returns, or separate re- 
turns, should in future be stated aga nst the names of the 
men in the monthly casualty returns in which they may be 
reported non-effective; or in the earliest possible succeeding 
return. The names of invalids should follow, and be kept 
distinct from those of deceased men, and the requisite sepa- 
rate receipt of the treasurer for the sums should annexed 
to the return. It is, at the same time, strictly enjoined that 
all claims of invalids quitting their corps in India should, if 
practicable, be settled before they embark, to obviate the 
serious inconvenience which frequently results from the men 
having quitted the service before the intimation of the sum 
due to them is received in this country.” 

It is understood that an increase will shortly be made in the 
force of the Royal Engineers now serving in the Mediterranean, 
the authorities at the War Department having it in contem- 
plation to station an additional company at Corfu, and also 
one at Malta. ‘Ihe companies of Royal Engineers already 
stationed at Malta, Gibraltar, and Corfu having fallen con- 
siderably below their required strength by promotions to 
home companies and other casualties, orders have been issued 
for the companies at those stations to be raised to 100 men 
each. The corps of Royal Engineers has now been recruited 
up to its estabiishment. 

The important disclosures which have recently been made 
ublic relative to the alleged defects in the Enfield rifle used 
y the British troops in India have been the means of direct- 

ing the attention of the authorities to the vast superiority, as 
a weapon in the hands of troops, of the Lancaster rifled car- 
bines, with which the corps of Royal Engineers is now armed. 
From the reports which nn recently been received by the 
authorities at the Horse Guards from the officers now serving 
with the Royal Engineers in India, there can be no doubt 
that the Lancaster rifle is in every respect superior to any 
small arm in the service, repeated proofs of which were given 
during the conflicts with the mutineers in India. Four com- 
panies ofthe Royal Engineers have been employed in India 
during the rebellion, all armed with the Lancaster carbine, 
and the same tests which, applied to the Enfield rifle proved 
it to be defective, have resulted in the Lancaster rifle main- 
taining its efficiency. ‘The officers report that there has not 
been a single complaint of fouling, difficulty of loading, or 
want of accuracy and power, brought against it , but, on the 
er it has Ánma 9 in every respect, superior to the En- 
field rifle.

tack be contemplated on the part of Austria. Austria 
at the same time offered to make a declaration that she 
would not attack Sardinia. The proposal, however, fell 
to the ground because France declined to join England 
in giving Sardinia the necessary guarantee. Sardinia 
was not, therefore, asked to disarm, as it was felt that no 
guarantee could be given for her safety. The position 
in which affairs now stood was this—Austria France 
had agreed to the principle of a disarmament, but had 
rm ge as to the manner in which it should be 
out. Austria proposed that the disarma- 
ment should take place previous to the meeting 
of the Congress, but France though ready to acknow- 
ledge the principle of a disarmament, insisted that the 
details of that di ment should be settled by the 
Congress itself. Her Majesty’s Government were cer- 
tainly of opinion that the Congress was nota fit place 
in which to discuss details of great military opera- 
tions, and thought this ought to be submitted to a 
commission of oy sn military officers before Congress 
met—so that the Congress should have nothing to con- 
sider beyond purely political questions; in conclusion 
the noble earl a hope that some amicable ar- 
rangement might yet be effected, and pointed out the 
evils which must inevitably result from an European 


war. 

The Earl of CLARENDON at some length reviewed 
the relations between this country and France, Austria, 
and Sardinia, expressing deep regret that the F 
Secre had been unable on the eve of a dissolution to 
assure Parliament that the peace of Europe would be 
preserved. Having glanced at the preparations for mi- 
litary operations which were ing place all over the 
continent, he alluded to the state of Italy generally, de- 
claring that it was impossible for this country to assent 
to any act which would deprive Austria of rights which 
she had acquired by treaties, but at the same time, 
intimating that the question was one of such extreme 
nicety and difficulty, that Austria was bound to make 
every concession compatible with her honour, to avert 
the calamity of war. He believed that though war 
might desolate Italy, it would not settle what was called 
the Italian Question, but that, that question could only 
be arranged by negotiations and mutual concessions. 
The Earl of DERBY said it was of the utmost impor- 
tance, that in the present critical state of affairs on the 
continent, England should act with the unanimous con- 
currence of Parliament, and he was, therefore, gratified 
to hear the wise and temyerate speech that Lord Claren- 
don had just delivered. He regretted that these nego- 
tiations had not remained in the hands of Lord Cowley, 
as he believed all the differences might have been satis- 
factorily settled. Terms had been already arranged as 
the basis of negotiations, when Russia stepped in with the 
proposition that a Congress should meet which i 
all the negotiations which had previously taken place. 
He was not without hopes that a satisfactory solution 
might yet be arrived at. But he thought the time had 
arrived when it must be definitely settled whether the 
Congress was to meet or not. It was not consistent with 
the honour nor the interest of this country that the pre- 
liminary discussion in reference to the assembling of 
Congress, should be further protracted. The time was 
close at hand when England must be prepared to say— 
“ The period is gone by for trifling and negotiations, 
and we must now reluctantly withdraw our interference 
from affairs in which we cannot longer hope that our in- 
terference could be either useful to the public, or con- 
sistent with our own dignity.” If this country 
did withdraw it must be on the understanding 
that we must preserve the neutrality which we 
had hitherto exercised, but the neutrality must be an 
armed one, and we must be prepared at any moment to 
take part with that side which would best promote the 
interests,dignity, and honour of England. He did not 
believe that if war should unfortunately occur it could 
be confined to the Peninsula ; on the cont , it would 
be a sanguinary war of passion which would be certain 
very soon to involve the whole of Europe in a deadly 
conflict. 

The subject then dropped, and the orders of the day 
having been disposed of,

i was aggravated by the presence of foreign armies. 
He believed that the retirement of these troops would 
lay the foundation of an improved state of things in 
countries. That country was not in the excited 
state which prevailed in 1848, and the minds of men 
were much quieter. If the Congress were to interfere 
in the details of administering Reform in Italy, they 
would undertake what was not in their power to per- 
form. It now appeared that the present culty arose 
from the refusal of Sardinia to disarm. Now the army 
of Sardinia was necessarily so small in comparison, that 
Austria could not feel any serious apprehension from it. 
Moreover, Sardinia would not long continue to throw 
additional burdens on her people. There could be no 
doubt before long Sardinia would follow the example of 
the other Powers in disarming. As to the admission of 
Sardinia to the Congress, she was admitted to the Con- 
ference fof Paris because she was a party in the late 
war. At present there was no war, but it was the 
conduct and attitude of Sardinia, which was in part the 
cause of the present difficulties. She was called upon 
to disarm, and therefore it might not be unfair to admit 
her to the congress. If there arose insufferable objec- 
tions to this, she ought not be called upon to disarm. 
As to the general subject, the statement of the right 
hon. gentleman gave every hope that the peace of 
Europe would not be disturbed, There was no pretence 
for violating it ; the treaties of 1815 were to be repeated, 
and he felt assured that the efforts of the Government 
for the eos of peace would be successful. 

Mr. T. DUNCOMBE declared that the people of this 
country would be disappointed if Sardinia was not ad- 
mitted into the Congress. The state of Italy was a 
disgrace to Europe, and the peace of that country could 
not be secured until Austria was got rid of, and Italy 
made free and united. Lord Palmerston did not, he 
believed, speak out as he ought to have done. 

Mr. GLADSTONE protested against the doctrine 
that the peace of Italy could not be secured without 
driving Austria from Italy, and violating the treaties of 
1815. It was highly dangerous at the present moment 
to call in question t licy of the conduct of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Government. He felt bound to remark on cer- 
tain expressions which fell from the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, that the conduct of Austria was marked by 
dignified conciliation, whilst that of Sardinia was as per- 

lexing as it was ambiguous. He saw nothing in the 
own conflict of the parties to justify any such con- 
trast. Whether Austria had displayed a conciliating 
spirit on matters not yet public, or her Majesty’s 
Government had laid itself open to the suspi- 
cion of iality, he could not say, but, certainly, 
the conduct of Austria in her enforcement of 
the disarming of Sardinia was not one of 
dignified conciliation. The demand of Sardinia to be 
admitted to the Congress was natural, though he 
admitted the matter was surrounded -by difficulties. If, 
however, Sardinia was not admitted to the Congress she 
ought not to be called upon to disarm. He strongly de- 
recated the continuance of discussion on disarmaments.

THE QUESTION OF PEACE OR WAR—THE 
MINISTERIAL STATEMENT. 

The Daily News of this morning declares the debate 
in the House of Lords last night as one to astonish and 
alarm. It is palpable enough that in the opinion of 
her Majesty’s advisers an Italian war is a European 
war, and that an attack on Austria beyond the precincts 
of Italy implicates the interests of England. In his 
speech Lord Derby has done his best to involve us in a 
war with France; he has done all but promised Austria 
that in this war, under certain contingencies, she shall 
see the British forces fighting on her side. 

remarking on the slender hopes of a peaceful 
adjustment of the question at issue, the Times says, 
Lord Derby gives us no indistinct intimation that war 
if once lit up, England, if her destinies remain in his 
hands, must pass through short sharp stages, first into 
a state of armed neutrality, and thence into the con- 
dition of a belligerent power. 

The Morning Post asks if we are about to drift into a 
war with France, as towards the close of Mr. Disraeli’s 
speech there were certain ominous mutterings as to the 
part which England might be called on to play in the 
coming struggle. The waters of the Adriatic could not 
be troubled without troubling those of the Rhine ; 
Trieste belonged to the German Confederation ; the 
conflict might affect our own material interest ; and 
then his remarks called forth from Lord John Russell 
the solemn protest against any engagements which the 
Ministry, before the new Parliament met, might wish to 
enter into with Foreign Powers, tending to make us 
parties to a European war. The language in the House 
of Lords was even more calculated to inspire such ap- 
prehension than that held in the Commons. 

The Herald remarks that the question of peace or war 
in reality hangs on the sincerity of the chief powers in- 
terested in the quarrel, and quotes the passage from 
Lord Derby’s speech in which he said “if England 
failed in her pacific efforts she would then resolve ber- 
self, as she has removed herself up to this moment, to 
utter, absolute, and unabated om to take such steps 
and pursue such policy as a eg of neutrality may 
suggest to her to adopt.” The Herald adds there will 
be no drifting into war while such counsels prevail. 

According to the reports in the morning papers Mr. 
Gladstone’s declaration last night that England has but 
two interests—the wish to maintain peace, and the 
wish to ameliorate Italy—was loudly cheered from all 
parts of the house.

The process adopted 
appears to be as follows :—Bribery, treating, and intimi- 
dation, everybody will admit, are grievous evils. For 
our own part, we have already so strong a sense of the 
mischief done by them, that we do not think it could be 
increased even if Mr. J. Wyld were to be allowed to ad- 
dress the House of Commons without interruption upon 
this topic. It is further a most undeniable truth that 
the evils above enumerated are likely to be most exten- 
sively developed throughout the country during the 
next three weeks. So far there is such a general and 
hearty concurrence in the propositions advanced by 
these patentees, that the further assumption which they 
make that “the Ballot will cure these evils, and there- 
fore the Ballot should be adopted,” may be, and often is, 
shuffled through a debate without inquiry. This is, we 
believe, the plan of nearly all the Ballot speeches. Un- 
due influence, especially that of the aristocracy, is de- 
nounced as an evil, which nobody can deny it is ; and 
then the Ballot is demanded as the remedy, which no- 
body is permitted to deny it would proveto be. If you 
question the efhacy of the Ballot, you are denounced as 
an upholder of aristocratic tyranny. The truth is 
that the evil and the supposed remedy have no connex- 
ion except in the imagination of Mr. H. Berkeley. It is 
a mark of the shallow school to which that gentleman 
belongs to think that such diseases as bribery and im- 
proper influence can be extirpated by Acts of Parlia- 
ment. Corruption will cease at elections when it has 
been thoroughly purged from the heart of man, and 
not before. Public opinion may be matured by the teach- 
ing of Mr. Berkeley until it is ripe enough for Lord 
John Russell to undertake, without risking his popu- 
larity, to embody its dictates in legislation; but it 
will be found that corruption and intimidation can only 
be checked by the growth of another sort of public 
opinion, which Mr. Berkeley and his allies have no 
special authority for cultivating. The influence of 
landlords cannot be destroyed except by the destruction 
of their rights of property. But landlords can be taught, 
and we believe have long been learning, that it is a 
solemn duty not to abuse this influence. When voters 
of every class feel a higher sense of the responsibility 
which the law has placed upon them, elections will 
become more pure. The Ballot is resisted because its 
effect would be to lessen this feeling of obligation, and to 
deprive conscience of the aid which it now receives in 
time of trial from publicity. 

We believe that we have fairly stated whatever in 
Mr. Lerkeley’s recent speech can, by any stretch of 
courtesy, be called argument. But when he tells that 
£50,000 is now being spent daily, and a great part of it 
in keeping open public-houses, and that the Ballot would 
prevent that, he really ceases to deserve any serious an- 
swer. If a constituency requires of its candidates that 
they shall disburse a certain sum in gratifying the appe- 
tites of the population, the enactment of the Ballot will 
have no more influence upon such a state of things than 
the abolition of Church-rates or of the Maynooth 
grant. The electors and non-electors in various bo- 
roughs have grown up in a vicious habit of expecting on 
these occasions to enjoy in some form or other certain 
indulgences, and unless they get them, elections, whe- 
ther by ballot or open voting, will end in the disappoint- 
ment of pure and parsimonious candidates. We feel as 
strongly as any one the enormity of this evil, but our 
sense of it does not blind us to the delusive character of 
the pretended remedy. 

But the advocates of the Ballot count among their 
leaders no less a personage than the Attorney-General! 
of the last Government. The platitudes of Mr. Berkeley 
were reinforced in the late de by the logal learning 
and acuteness of Sir R.Bethell. He can supply quotations 
singularly void of distinct meaning from ancient sta- 
tutes, and can also clear away the popular delusions by 
which the merits of the Ballot have been obscured. Sir 
Robert Peel, it seems, was the author of the fallacy that 
the franchise is a trust which ought to be exercised 
openly. We should have thought, until Sir R. Bethell 
taught us otherwise, that this was a short and clear 
statement of a most important and unquestionable po- 
litical truth.

In 1840 the number rose to 
138; and in 1850 to 254. Now; if we compare these 
figures with those furnished by our own country in 1850, 
we find that 14 papers were published in. London, 2 in 
Dublin, and 1 in Glasgow, there being no others in the 
United Kingdom. In 1850, there were 106 newspapers 
published in New York City. Inthe autumn of 1856 the 
number had reached 120, with an aggregate annual circu- 
lation of 80,000,000 copies, the population at the period 
being about 850,000. At the same time there were 113 
newspapers published in Boston, having a yearly issue 
of 34,000,000 ; and 76 in Philadelphia, with a circulation 
of 48,000,000 ; making a total, in these three cities alone, 
of 209 journals, whose combined annual issue, it is fair 
to presume, is now 162,000,000 copies. Cincinnati has 
30 papers, 16 of which are dailies, with an annual circu- 
lation of 9,000 000 of impressions. And although print- 
ing was not practised in Minnesota until April, 1849, 
at a time when nearly the entire country was a wilder- 
ness, there were 3 daily journals in St. Paul, in 
1856, all well supported, and 31 different news- 
papers in the Territory. In June, 1857, there were 
about twenty journals printed in Kansas, not one of 
which existed in 1853. Several individual papers in the 
large cities have an immense circulation. The New 
York Herald, in June, 1857, had a daily issue of 70,000 
copies. The Times circulated 42,000, and the Tribune 
29,000 daily. The Sun, a cent, paper, published in the 
same city, had a daily circulation in 1856 of 50,000 
From three of these establishments dailies, semi-week- 
lies, and weeklies are issued. The aggregate circulation 
of one issue of these various editions of the Herald is 
100,000 copies ; of the Times, 89,000 ; and of the T- 
bune, 214,000 copies. The Public Ledger, a cent paper 
published at Philadelphia, has a daily circulation of 
about 65,000.—Trubner’s Guide. 
LONGEVITY IN THE UNITED Stares.—Our last cen- 
sus shows that the oldest person living in the United 
States was 140—an Indian woman, living in North Ca- 
rolina. In the same state were an Indian aged 125, a 
negro woman 111, two black females aged 110 each, one 
mulatto male 120, and several white males and females 
aged from 106 to 114. In the parish of Lafayette, Lou- 
isiana, was a female black aged 120. In several of the 
states there were found persons, white or black, aged 
from 110 to115. There were in the United States, in 
1850, 2,555 persons over 100 years. ‘This shows that 
about one person in 9,000 will be likely to live to that 
agé. There are now about 20,000 persons in the United 
States who were living when the declaration of inde- 
emery was signed in 1776. They must necessarily 

about 80 years old now in order to have lived at that 
time. The French census of 1851 showed only 120 per- 
sons above 10° years old, though their total population 
was near 36,000,000. Oldage is therefore attained in the 
United States much more frequently than in France.— 
New York Tribune. 

Tue Porer Lamartixe,—lIt is stated in the French 
journals that the city of Paris, in consideration of M 

artine’s great services to the country in 1848, has 

made him a present of a handsome house and extensive 
grounds in the Bois de Boulogne. M. Lamartine has 
lately refused to accept a residuary bequest made by an 
old maiden lady to whom he was a stranger. His friends 
say that he will not take advantage of the ill-considered 
bequest of an imaginative woman to deprive her rela- 
tions of an inheritance upon which they had justly 
reckoned.
